he changed his mind. That was in May of 1849 and Dr. Johns 
was on a tour of exploration for a permanent location, driving 
from Circleville, Ohio, with a friend. They had been invited 
to hunt deer in Piatt county, but somehow they parted company 
at gpringfield and Dr. Johns came on alone. 


The .doctor was driving a new buggy and a fine blooded 


horse. Ten miles out of Decatur the skittish horse frightened 
at a peddler's red wagon and ran away. Dr. Johns was thrown 
out and his collarbone was broken. 
He was taken to the Dingman cab- 
In by the peddler, and Dr. Joseph 
King was summoned from Decatur 
to attend him. 
He was - moved to 


the Macon House in the town of 
Decatnr, where he was • nursed by 
Mother Krone for three .weeks. Then 
he was able to go on to Dr. Peter 
Hall's near Monticello. 


While there Dr. Johns became the 


owner1 of the sixteen hundred acres 
of land now known-as "The Farms" 
and owned by Robert AHerton. 


WIFE LOATH TO COME.

Jane Martin was born in Cir- 
cleville, Ohio, June 28, 1S27, the 
daughter of William and Comfort 
Hap kins Martin. 
He studied medi- 


cine and began to practice in Cir- 
cleville, where he and Jane Martin 
became acquainted. 
They were mar- 


ried there Oct. 29, 1845. 


BOUGHT HILL IN '52. 


Johns Hill was bought by William 


Martin, father of Mrs. Johns, in 
1S52. He had recently coma to town 
and was an ardent believer in the 
future of Decatur.
